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Bypass: All 
set to be 
approved 


A DECISION on Ely’s Southern 
Bypass plans is expected in less 
than a fortnight - and the £30 
million scheme finally looks set 
to be approved. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s planning committee 
will make a decision on the 
mammoth proposals on 
Monday, September 8. 

Helen Wass, the authority’s 
principal planning officer, is 
recommending that the com¬ 
mittee approves the bypass, 
which has now been in the pipe¬ 
line for more than a decade. 

In her report, she said: “The 
proposed bypass scheme will 
alleviate congestion problems 
whilst also making the area safer 
by reducing road and potential 
rail accidents, increasing eco¬ 
nomic benefits by reducing jour¬ 
ney times, and helping to facili¬ 
tate the future development of 
the Station Gateway proposals. 
Construction is anticipated to 
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last for 15 months. 

“Not only is the bypass impor¬ 
tant in supporting movement of 
strategic traffic, it is also impor¬ 
tant in terms of supporting plans 
for the city, and ensuring more 
trips can be made by public 
transport. 

“The station area currently suf¬ 
fers from congestion and this 
area needs to be more accessible 
and the station itself needs 
capacity for more trips. The rail 
industry is already planning for 
increased services and longer 
trains through Ely. 

“However, traffic congestion is 
a disincentive for some trips into 
the Ely town and Station 
Gateway areas from the A142 
Soham direction, and develop¬ 
ment trips would only seek to 
worsen conditions further.” 

A final decision on the propos¬ 
als was due to be made in March, 


but had to be put back as a result 
of objections lodged by English 
Heritage, which claims the road 
will have a detrimental affect on 
the views of Ely Cathedral and 
the surrounding countryside. 

But Mrs Wass said: “Overall, we 
consider that there is a compel¬ 
ling case to support the develop¬ 
ment of the bypass as it will lead 
to substantial benefits to the 
future of Ely and the surround¬ 
ing area. 

“In particular, we consider that 
those benefits will significantly 
outweigh the attendant adverse 
impacts on the setting of the 
cathedral and visual quality of 
the southern river corridor.” 

The meeting is taking place at 
the county council’s headquar¬ 
ters in Shire Hall, Cambridge, at 
10am and members of the public 
are welcome.

lUrbines will 
impact on our 
health, says GP 


A GP insists a wind farm can¬ 
not be built at Berry Fen 
because of the impact tur¬ 
bines can have on people’s 
health. 

Dr Pamela Kenny, a GP at 
Haddenham and Stretham 
surgeries from 1986 until 
2006, and who is currently a 
trustee of the emergency 
medical charity, Magpas, has 
researched and written an 
article on the health impacts 
of wind turbines on behalf of 
the Stop Berry Wind Farm 
campaign group. 

The group is fighting REG 
Windpower’s plans to erect 
three turbines at Berry Fen - 
land in between the villages 
of Haddenham and Aldreth. 

Dr Kenny said: “Symptoms 
reported from around the 
world include many associat¬ 
ed with sleep disturbance, 
chronic sleep deprivation and 
stress caused by the audible 
and inaudible noise of the 
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turbines, including poor con¬ 
centration and memory, 
depression, headaches and 
migraines, increased blood 
sugar, and increased blood 
pressure. 

“Other symptoms include 
dizziness, unsteadiness, ear 
pain, sensations of pressure 
or fullness in the ears, vertigo, 
and vibration in the body, 
particularly the chest. 

“People living near to wind 
farms also report feelings of 
annoyance, anger and aggres¬ 
sion, even panic, and those 
with Autistic Spectrum 
Disorder and ADD/ADHD 
can experience increased agi¬ 
tation. 

“We need to stop building 
wind farms and instead fund 
other less harmful renewable 
technologies.” 

Plans for the turbines - and 
all the facilities needed to 


erect them, including under¬ 
ground electric cabling and 
site access tracks - have been 
submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

REG Windpower says the 
new turbines could provide 
enough renewable energy to 
power 4,500 homes and that if 
the proposals are approved a 
community fund of over 
£30,000 a year will be created 
to support local good causes. 

But protestors say the tur¬ 
bines will “destroy the peace 
and tranquility” of the area 
and “wreak havoc” on local 
wildlife.

New homes are 
back in pipeline 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
build more than 100 homes 
near Ely have been re-sub- 
mitted - less than a fortnight 
after they were rejected. 

Cheshire-based firm, 
Gladman Developments Ltd, 
submitted plans to build 128 
new homes on land north of 
Field End, Witchford earlier 
this year. 

The company then applied 
to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for planning 
permission to erect 100 homes 
on a parcel of land south of 
number 18, Wilburton Road, 
Haddenham. 

On August 6, the council’s 
planning committee refused 
both sets of proposals - to the 
relief of local residents and 
councillors who were opposed 
to the applications. 

But less than a fortnight 
later, on August 17, the com¬ 
pany re-submitted its plans 
for Witchford. 
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Officers were recommend¬ 
ing that the plans for 
Haddenham were rejected, 
and that the decision on the 
plans for Witchford was dele¬ 
gated to the council’s princi¬ 
pal development manager. 

However, the committee’s 
majority vote was to throw the 
Witchford scheme out too. 
The main concerns were 
highways issues, and a lack of 
available places at the vil¬ 
lage’s schools. 

Councillor Pauline Wilson 
was among those against the 
Witchford proposals. 

She said: “Witchford has one 
small shop which is a post 
office, there is no doctors sur¬ 
gery and the school and col¬ 
lege are full to capacity. 

“The exit is out onto the road 
leading up to the junction of 
the A142, an already very busy 
road which cannot cope with 


more traffic travelling along 
it. 

“Villages can cope with a 
few extra houses, but 128 
houses is ridiculous as we do 
not have the infrastructure 
for such a large housing devel¬ 
opment.” 

Bosses at Gladmans say they 
plan to make the development 
sustainable while reducing 
energy consumption. 

“The overall vision for the 
site is to create a distinctive 
and high quality, sustainable 
development, which enhanc¬ 
es the qualities and character 
of Witchford,” they said. 

“Housing will be set within a 
robust green infrastructure, 
which will include existing 
mature trees and hedgerows. 
The scheme will provide a 
play area which will act as a 
community focus within the 
development.”

How will we manage growth? 

ELY is growing; some will see this as good and 
others as bad, but over the next few years, 3,400 
homes are planned: 

High-Flyer Farm - 800 homes, with an 
additional 1,000 later; Station gateway - 400 
homes; Cam Drive/Lynn Road - 1,200 homes. 
The population of 20,300 in 2012 is forecasted 
to grow to 25,000 by 2021 and 30,000 by 2031. 
How this will affect our city? 

Where will these people work? The Ely Master 
Plan includes an additional 1,200 jobs so where 
will the remaining people work? Presumably, 
they will commute to either Cambridge or 
London. This will cause more problems on the 
A10 which is already struggling during the rush 
hour. 

More commuters and more people travelling 
into the city centre or to other places to shop or 
for medical appointments means there will be 
an extra strain on the already busy roads and 
with no proper cycleway provision and 
adequate pedestrian crossings, the risk of 
accidents will increase significantly. 

What also needs to be considered in the 
development of Ely is the infrastructure within 
the city and its surrounding area. 

We don’t only need to see improvement in the 
road system but also we need to see an 
improvement for cycle ways and other forms of 
transport in the city. 

Then there is the provision of medical services 
and schools. 

With the population growing, we need to 


consider the provision of medical facilities. 

St Mary’s is currently closed to new patients 
and The Cathedral Medical Centre struggles to 
recruit new doctors, so we have a lack of 
provision and a lack of choice. 

The same can be said with dentists. Not to 
mention emergency care with the nearest A&E 
being 18 miles away. 

The population increase will ultimately lead to 
an increase of children and youth in the city. 
We need to consider the school and education 
system. The growth of the 5-14 age groups from 
2,400 to 3,600 will put pressure on the 
educational facilities, as does the rise in the 
school leaving age. 

The new Isle of Ely school will provide up to 
630 places, but as the school already has pupils 
allocated to it, and the new development hasn’t 
even started, this will only partially solve the 
problem. 

The plans for a further school being developed 
later will only relieve the current shortfall and 
doesn’t really look to the long term future. 

We need an integrated policy, linking together 
the infrastructure needs for the future 
development of the city, while trying to deal 
with failure of the development of these over 
the last 20 years. 

We need to bring together the planned 
developments with transport, both in the city 
and on commuter routes, medical, education, 
police and fire services. More than anything 
though, these developments need community 
involvement so people’s views are taken into 
consideration and the current residents voices 
are heard.

Itagic Pasha died 
after overdose of 
drugs, inquest told 


A TALENTED art student who had 
battled with mental health issues 
died after taking an overdose of pre¬ 
scription drugs, an inquest heard. 

Pasha Clark was just 16 when she 
suffered a cardiac arrest at her father’s 
home in Soham on the night of 
Sunday, June 8. 

Despite the best efforts of her father, 
Steven Clark, and the emergency ser¬ 
vices, Pasha, a student at Soham 
Village College, died at the scene. 

An inquest into her death was held in 
Huntingdon last Wednesday and 
heard that Pasha had taken an over¬ 
dose of the prescription drug, 
Propranolol. 

Dr Penny Wright, the pathologist 
who carried out the post mortem, said 
the levels of drug was high and that 
the overdose would have caused heart 
failure, and cardiac arrest. 

Dr Wright said that “superficial lac¬ 
erations” were also found on Pasha’s 
forearm, some of which were recent. 

Through evidence provided by Mr 
Clark, Pasha’s mum Tracey Edwards,

Paul Harley, a friend who Pasha had 
become close to just weeks before she 
died, and her GP, Dr James Howard, 
the inquest heard that Pasha had suf¬ 
fered with mental health issues since 
she was around 13, and that she had 
been bullied - at school, in the local 
community and online. 

The inquest heard she had self- 
harmed, taken overdoses, expressed 
suicidal thoughts and experimented 
with alcohol and drugs in the past. 

Mrs Edwards described her daugh¬ 
ter as “head strong, thoughtful, caring 
and a bit of a perfectionist” but admit¬ 
ted she “did not like authority or 
rules”. 

She said: “We really thought she was 
turning a corner. She struggled to 
cope with things and she wanted to 
get better but she tried to deal with 
things herself and found it difficult. 

“The bullying was a real issue. It was 
happening in school, in the local com¬ 
munity and via Facebook and texts. 


“It’s a terrible, terrible thing.” 

Pasha, who was passionate about art 
and had secured places to study at 
two art colleges after leaving school, 
had received support from the Child 
and Adolescent Mental Health Service 
at the Brookside Family Consultation 
Clinic in Cambridge, and had com¬ 
pleted school-based counselling run 
by the Centre 33 charity just months 
before she died. 

The day before she died, Pasha had 
been to the Strawberry Fair in 
Cambridge with a friend. 

Coroner William Morris heard that 
Pasha took the overdose on the 
Sunday, between 9.30pm and 10.45pm, 
when her father found her in cardiac 
arrest in the living room. 

Pasha’s cause of death was given as a 
Propranolol overdose which lead to 
acute heart failure. 

Mr Morris said it was unclear wheth¬ 
er Pasha had deliberately intended to 
take her own life, or whether she was 
“crying out for help”, so a narrative 
conclusion was recorded.

Stair fall death 
was accidental, 
coroner rules 


A WOMAN who died when 
she fell down stairs at her 
home had been drinking 
alcohol, an inquest heard. 

Rachel Fuller, 49, was found 
lying at the bottom of the 
stairs at her home in Lisle 
Lane, Ely, by her partner, 
Dean Tyrrell, on the after¬ 
noon of Friday, May 23. 

Emergency services were 
called to the property but Ms 
Fuller, who worked as a devel¬ 
opment officer for the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

An inquest into her death 
was held in Huntingdon last 
Wednesday and heard that 
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the level of alcohol in Ms 
Fuller’s blood when she died 
was 167 micrograms in 100 
millilitres of blood. The legal 
limit for driving is 80 micro¬ 
grams. 

Coroner William Morris 
heard that her partner was 
initially arrested in connec¬ 
tion with the incident but was 
released without charge. 

CCTV footage showed that 
at around midday, Ms Fuller 
left the house and walked the 
short distance to Sainsbury’s. 

A receipt found inside the 
house showed that she had 
spent £26.10 on items which 


included a bottle of 
Sainsbury’s Scotch whisky, 
some beer and real ale. 

She returned home a short 
while later. 

The inquest heard that the 
35cl bottle of whisky Ms 
Fuller had bought was found 
in the kitchen around 80 to 90 
per cent empty, and that it 
appeared she had been cook¬ 
ing not long before she died. 

Dr Benjamin Swift, the 
pathologist who carried out a 
post mortem, confirmed the 
cause of death as head inju¬ 
ries consistent with a fall. 

Mr Morris recorded a con¬ 
clusion that Ms Fuller’s death 
was accidental.

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No show for 
Ely in list of 
1,000 best 
places to live 


THE Ely area has failed to reach the top 
1,000 places to live in the UK in a study 
by a national newspaper. 

The Telegraph has ranked every area 
in England and Wales to determine the 
best places to live in the county, with 
villages west of Cambridge coming in 
among the most satisfied areas. 

Out of 7,137 areas compared, the 
region between Royston and the Mil, 
which includes the villages of Hardwick, 
Toft and Comberton, as well as Eversden 
and Kingston Woods, was named 64th 
best in the country. 

The Ely area came in at 1,601st in the 
study. 

The figures were generated by com¬ 
paring five different sets of data, which 
were used as markers of what makes a 
good place to live. 

The levels of employment, home- 
ownership and net income were com¬ 
bined with the percentage of those 
reporting ‘good health’ at the last cen¬ 
sus and the ratio of reported crimes to 
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the population to generate the ranking. 

Other areas of Cambridgeshire also 
scored well in the study, with the 
regions around Burwell, Duxford, 
Swavesey and Oakington all coming in 
the top 10 per cent of the country. 

Cambridge itself scored less well, with 
the city centre ranked 3,182 out of 7,137. 

Huntingdon was among the lowest- 
ranked areas of the county, coming in 
at 5,271, while Newmarket was 3,176th 
in the study. 

Much of Haverhill came in at 3,426th.

COMMUTERS face a 3.5 per cent 
increase in rail fares next year, 
pushing the cost of an annual sea¬ 
son ticket between Ely and 
London towards £5,000. 

The rise, based on July’s retail 
prices index inflation figure of 2.5 
per cent, plus 1 per cent, triggered 
a warning that family budgets 
were already at “breaking point” 
and would be stretched even fur¬ 
ther. 

If applied evenly across the 
board, a 3.5 per cent increase 
would put £159 on the price of a 
yearly pass for First Capital 
Connect trains between 
Cambridge and King’s Cross, tak¬ 
ing it to £4,695. 

Julian Huppert, Cambridge’s MP, 
said: “These inflation-busting fare 
increases make it immensely dif¬ 
ficult for commuters. They can’t 
keep on digging deeper in their 
pockets to pay to get to work. 
Family budgets are stretched to 
breaking point and we have to do 
better than this.” 

The increase is smaller than last

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year’s rise of 4.1 per cent, and rail 
operators are yet to announce how 
exactly they will apply the average 
increase. 

Train companies have a ‘flex’ 
rule which allows them to increase 
some regulated fares by 2 per cent 
above the average, so long as the 
overall average remains at RPI plus 
1 per cent. This means some fares 
could go up by 5.5 per cent in the 
New Year. 

A Greater Anglia spokeswoman 
said the details of specific fare 
rises would be confirmed later this 
year. 

She said: “We recognise the 
importance that rail passengers 
place on value for money and 
improving train services in our 
region, and we have worked with 
the Department for Transport to 
secure a £20 million investment in 
a package of service enhance¬ 
ments to be delivered during the 
current franchise to October 2016.”

Landlords 
are urged

LANDLORDS who rent out 
residential property in 
Cambridgeshire are being 
warned to put their house in 
order. 

Val Lloyd, a partner at 
TaxAssist Accountants, based 
in Ely, says landlords are being 
targeted by HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC) in a bid to 
recover the £500 million it 
believes is being underpaid 
each year in the sector. 

She said: “HMRC has begun 
writing to letting agents, 
demanding details of rents 
collected on behalf of 
landlords for the tax year 
ended April 5, 2013. 

“Some landlords may not 
even realise that they are 
landlords, or that tax may be 
due, but that won’t stop them 
facing hefty fines or even 
criminal prosecution. 

“If they come forward now 
under the Let Property 
Campaign, they will get the 
best possible terms to settle 
any tax and interest owed. If 
they don’t, HMRC will come 
down hard. It is vital local 
landlords grasp this lifeline to 
get their own house in order.”

LODESTAR Festival has a knack for spotting bands 
before they make it huge, and it looks to be the case 
once again with The Ramona Flowers. The Bristolian 
five-piece, named after a character in Scott Pilgrim 
vs The World , are Steve Bird on vocals, guitarist Sam 
James, bassist Wayne Jones, Dave Betts on keys and 
guitar, and drummer Ed Gallmore. 

Already surprisingly popular in Japan, they make 
"indie-tronic" music featuring some "beautiful 
moments, then some heavier moments as well", 

(Bird's words not ours), as heard on their debut album, 
Dismantle and Rebuild. 

Following on from a rousing set at Secret Garden 
Party and tours with Bombay Bicycle 
Club and Bastille, the

Friday night. And sure, they might not set the world 
alight with scintillating conversation, but their tunes 
aren't half bad. 

So Steve, what are your inspirations? 

We all like different stuff, but as a band, when we 
were writing the album there was an American guy 
called Baths who we're massive, massive fans of. We 
were listening to a lot of remixes, M83 and Radiohead 
too. 

What do you want people to take from your 
music? 

I hope they take a bit of joy out of listening to it. 
Some of the songs are kinda emotional, they might 
take people to some personal moments in their life, 
and then also optimism as well. We've got some more 
uplifting tunes. 

You say it's 


a lot. I don't mind really, he's an amazing singer and I 
think most people at least love some U2 songs. I can't 
imagine most people hate all U2 songs, they're such a 
great band. It's great to be compared to someone like 
that. And if I have half or a quarter the success he's 
had then I'll be happy. 

What was it like touring with Bastille? 

It was good fun - when we got the tour they were 
popular but they hadn't reached where they are now. 
They went to number 1 while we were out on tour 
with them so they were just loving it and on a high. 
What's been the craziest moment so far? 

There's always mad moments in our band. Bombay 
Bicycle Club went to number 1 while we were on tour 
with them a little while later, so I guess we're a lucky 


emotional. What's it like reliving your darker 
moments when performing live? 

I'm the one who writes the lyrics so it can be quite 
personal. But it's also quite inspiring to write a song 
about a hard moment in your life and then you play it 
live and people are singing it back. That's quite a good 
moment too. 

What did you grow up listening to? 

Radiohead, Massive Attack and we loved LAMB, 
we were lucky enough to have LAMB to produce our 
record. 

What were you doing before the music? 

I've worked in lots of jobs, like lots of musicians do 
just to get by, working in shops. It takes a bit of time. 

The Guardian compared you to Bono. What 
do you make of that?

MILLION DOLLAR ARM (PG, 124 mins) 

IF Jerry Maguire and Slumdog Millionaire 
gave birth to an impossibly cute love 
child, it would look something like 
Million Dollar Arm. 

Based on an incredible true story, 

Craig Gillespie's unapologetically 
feel-good sports drama follows a 
down-on-his-luck agent, who attempts 
to introduce baseball to India via an 
outlandish rags-to-riches competition. 

Screenwriter Tom McCarthy fashions 
an armful of well-worn cliches into an 
irresistibly sweet and charming tale of 
triumph against adversity that scores a 
home run when it matters. 

Key to the film's appeal is handsome 
leading man Jon Hamm, who swaps 
the tailored suits of Mad Men for 
more casual attire as he travels around 
south Asia, searching for diamonds in 
the rough to an evocative soundtrack 
composed by AR Rahman. 

Hamm lights up the screen and enjoys 
comic interludes with Alan Arkin playing 
a grouchy baseball scout, who steps 
into the stifling heat of foreign climes 
and growls: "Get me to a hotel and 
don't wake me up again until someone's 
throwing a baseball." 

Sports agent JB Bernstein (Hamm) and 
business partner Ash Vasudevan (Aasif 
Mandvi) are on the brink of financial 
ruin. 

They need to find fresh talent who 
can, in the words of Cuba Gooding Jr in 
Jerry Maguire, show them the money. 

Unfortunately, home-grown sports 
stars are thin on the ground and 
overseas audiences are nuts about 
cricket, a sport which JB abhors: "It's 



like an insane asylum opened up and 
all the inmates were allowed to play a 
game." 

Late one night, JB has a brainwave: 
a competition to bring two bowlers 
from India to America to challenge 
for a lucrative Major League Baseball 
contract. 

Wealthy businessman Chang (Tzi 
Ma) finances the scheme but demands 
results within 12 months. 

Flanked by translator Amit (Pitobash) 
and scout Ray Poitevint (Arkin), JB 
travels around India and unearths two 
raw talents: Dinesh Patel (Madhur 
Mittal) and Rinku Singh (Suraj Sharma). 

They head for JB's plush apartment in 
America where fish-out-of-water Dinesh 
and Rinku train under pitching coach 
Tom House (Bill Paxton). 

JB neglects his charges until Brenda 


(Lake Bell), the pretty ER nurse 
who rents his guesthouse, pricks his 
conscience. "They need to see you 
care," she warns him. 

Million Dollar Arm is a polished 
amalgamation of countless other sports 
movies that compel us to root for the 
underdog. 

Familiarity breeds delight in Gillespie's 
film, relying on a strong ensemble cast 
to milk laughter and tears when it seems 
the script will strike out. 

Cinematographer Gyula Pados 
contrasts the rich colours of India with 
cold, clinical greys of corporate profit- 
driven America. 

The romantic subplot involving Hamm 
and Bell follows the same trajectory as 
the rest of the film, but we're powerless 
to resist each predictable beat of the 
characters' hearts.

Perk up your 

patio pots 


AS summer draws to a close and plants in 
pots start looking tired, it’s time to give your 
containers a fresh new look for autumn and 
winter. 

As well as making new plantings, consider 
brightening up existing containers. Give wooden 
troughs and windowboxes a 
good sand before repainting 
them in whatever colour takes 
your fancy, but just make sure 
it complements the area rather 
than standing out like a sore 
thumb. 

Retro lovers may like to 
recycle items like food cans 
and tins, colanders, old metal 
buckets or bread tins, old 
wooden crates or even brightly 
coloured plastic trugs (with 
drainage holes in the bottom) 
to use as containers. 

If you only want to replace certain plants which 
have gone over, dig them out carefully with a 
hand fork and then replace the old compost with 
fresh, preferably the type which contains slow- 
release fertiliser and water-retaining gel. Fill in 
the gaps with temporary colourful autumn plants 
such as autumn cyclamen, pansies and violas, 
combined with dwarf marguerites and berried 


winter cherries. 

Alternatively, once your summer annuals in pots 
are truly spent, plant up a cool mix of autumn 
stunners, combining flowers and fruits with ivies 
and other hardy foliage plants. Include colourful 
ornamental kales and cabbages, heucheras and 
cape heath and, when the 
weather really cools down, 
shelter displays as much as 
possible to keep them frost-free. 

Chrysanthemums, which 
went out of fashion for years 
as they have a reputation for 
being time-consuming and 
needing tic in the greenhouse, 
have improved. There are many 
varieties which come into their 
own in the autumn, producing 
masses of flowers from August 
until November, including C. 
'Mei-kyo', a pink variety. 

Hopefully the hardy pansies and violas should 
last right through autumn until the beginning 
of winter. All this should be complemented with 
eye-catching evergreen foliage plants as well as 
spring-flowering hardy primroses, polyanthus and 
winter-flowering heathers. 

If you're planting up containers in autumn, 
don't forget to add some bulbs which will give 




you colour from late winter through to spring. 

The bulbous Reticulata irises flower in late 
winter and early spring and, being mainly blue, 
combine effectively with white and yellow Crocus 
chrysanthus cultivars. 

Dwarf narcissi such as 'February Gold' and 
‘Tete a Tete', also brighten up spring planters, as 
do snowdrops and grape hyacinth, while tulips 
will carry the flowering season into late spring. 
Pint-sized blue Scilla siberica can be used to fill in 
around the base of deciduous pot-grown shrubs 
but also make good plant partners for dwarf, early 
flowering daffodils and Wanda hybrid primroses. 

Cool planting schemes might feature purple, 
pink and silver, combining ornamental cabbages 
with white cyclamen, purple-leaved heucheras 
such as H 'Cajun Fire' or 'Shanghai' and silver 
foliage plants such as Cineraria 'Silver Dust'. 

Ornamental grasses such as carex and festuca 
can also be added to drape over the edge of 
containers to add both colour, texture and 


movement. 

And don't forget to use berries to brighten any 
patio display, from Callicarpi bodinieri 'Profusion', 
whose lilac flowers in summer precede pinkish 
autumn foliage and masses of dazzling purple 
berries in winter, to the winter cherry (Solanum 
pseudocapsicum), whose shiny orange-red berries 
will last several months. Many people buy them 
to add to their pots in autumn, when the berries 
are at their best. 

Another great plant to include in autumn 
and winter pots is the Skimmia japonica subsp. 
Reevesiana which produces long-lasting clusters 
of bright pillar box red berries in winter, nestled 
among dark evergreen leaves. This hard-working 
evergreen shrub goes on to produce deliciously 
fragrant white flowers in spring. 

The end of summer doesn't have to signal 
the end of colour on the patio. With a little 
imagination, you can be enjoying your containers 
well into autumn and beyond.

Electric first 
for line-up in 
LPG Marathon 


ELECTRIC vehicles will feature 
strongly in this year’s MPG 
Marathon for the first time - but 
the drivers will have to plan their 
recharging points carefully if they 
want to finish first in their class. 

Pure electric vehicles are taking 
part alongside range extenders
